ALLEGED — 


Barrister Gives. Expert 


Evidence 


In Court | 


Mr. Hin-shing Lo barrister, gave expert evidence before Mr. 
Justice R. E. Lindsell in the Summary Court yesterday when a claim 


for moncy was continued. . 


The defendant wos Wong Man- 
foon, student, and he dented that he 
owed the plaintiff, Chui Kwal-yuen, 
of 7 Gap Road, ground floor, $50. 
Wong had previously denied that he 
had ever slgyned the promissory note 
produced by the plaintifY, 

Mr. M. A. da Silva acted: for the 
Plaintiff and Mr, A. Y. Hon for the 
defendant, who Ilves at 27 d'Aguitar 
Street, second floor, 

The plaintiff is claiming $50 us 
beings due and payable to him under 
a Chinese borrow note dated Novem- 
der 23, 1038. Alternatively, plain- 

“AHP claims the $50 as ‘balance of 
purchase price of private motor car 
No. 105, The plaintify also: claims 
costs, + 

At the lust hearing, the defendant 
was requested to write his signature 
on several papers) and in various 
positions and Mr. da Silva then tn- 
dicated that he was calling a writing 
expert to testify. 

Yesterday, Lo Man-hung, an em- 
ployee of the Stamp OMice produced 
from the records af the Stamp Ofice 
u requisition for stamping, made out 
-by plaintiff in April 1938, in respect 

of a promissory note. 

Mr. Hineshing Lo then entered the 

witness box, . 

Asked by His Lordship If he want- 
cd to take advantage of his privilege 
of not having to declare, Mr. Hin- 


shing Lo agreed and gave evidence |. 


without taking the oath, 

Mr, do Silva; “I gather Mr. Lo that 
you. nre nn expert on Chinese hand 
writing? 

Mr, Lo: I have studied Chinese 
hand. writing for about 30 yearn, 

Mr. Lo then sald he had studied the 
characters of two or three popular 
kinds of hand writing but not the 
_ signature of any particular person. 
He hod studled the characters . of 
* the four main styles, : 

Characters Compared 
Referring: to the promissory note, 
Mr, Lo said that the characters seem- 
ed to be n fairly good attempt of 
the artistic style. He had had the 
Specimens of the defendant's hand 


writing made_in Court,  with_him,. 
The style was the round hand. - 

Mr. da Silva: Are you or any ex- 
pert qualified to compare signatures, 
one written in the artistic style and 
one in the round hand style, and say 
whether they are written by the same 
man or not?—In my opinion it is im- 
possibic. 

Mr. Lo then sald that since the 
last hearing he" had had the defen- 
dant in his chombers not at his re- 
quest, on July 12, The plnintli was 
also present, 

Mr. da Silva: How mony speci- 
mens was made and will you please 
produce them?—First of all Mr. Hon 
produced some writing purported to 
have been written by the defendant 
and then the defendant was request- 
ed to hold the Chinese . pen in the 
way Indicated by the plaintiff. He 
also had o paper in his Inp under the 
plalntiff’s direction, While the de- 
fendant whs holding his pen and 
placing the-paper on his lap I sat be- 
hind the defendant and watched, 

Mr, Lo then snid that there had 
becn a complaint from the plaintiff 
about the way the defendant had held 
the pen, and the defendant had sald 
that he could not hold the pen the 
avay thot the plaintiff had indicated. 
The defendant could not hold the pen 
‘the way the plaintiff wanted and on 
being usked to make a copy of the 
promissory note he. did so. The 
specimen was made fn a mixture of 
round hand and running hand writ- 
ings. That specimen was not com- 
Parable with the promissory note ex- 

cept for a few strokes here and 
‘there. The defendant wos requested 
to make ao spceimen in the artlstic 
style and ho said that he was unable 
to do It. ‘The only way that he could 
make comparisons as to almilarity 
was for the specimen to be made out 
in the artistic: style. The characters 

of the defendant's alleged signature 
on the promissory note were the same 
as the characters on the signatures 
of ‘the. specimens, Some Chinese 
school ‘boys wrote Chinese characters 
an the pen Held Jn the European

Further’ questioned | “Mr. Lo: sald 
‘that the character “Foon” had a dot 

- In it.both inthe promissory note and 
In the algnature on the specimens. 
‘The majority of the lower middle 
class -writing.. Chincso would leave 
out the .dot-in the -writing of that 
_charatter,. But the more correct way 
~was to have the dot there. . He him- 
self did that

, @ueationgd the . defendant, who had 


testifled previously, . was  cross- 
exnmined by Mr. da Silva, - 

. Mr, da Silva; Can. you {ell me 
why in Mr. Lo’s chambers you sald 
you’ could not copy the artistic hand? 
-—I don't understand what !t means, 

How many years have you studied 
Chinese?—Six years. I ‘have never 
heard. of .the artistic style, 

Will you look at the promissory 
note. Is that in the artistic style or 
not?—I don't know. = 

Will you agree with me that’ the 
signature on the promissory note has 
the same characters as your real sig- 
nature?—Yes, ' 

Can you find any reason why the 
plaintif® should have forged this pro- 
missory note to try and claim the 
$50 from you?—I can’t suggest any 
reason. It js up to him. 

If you had ever borrowed money 
or signed a promissory note to any- 
body of n debt, would your parents, 
especially your father, be very angry 
If they came to know of it?—Yes, 
Certainly. ’ 

Mr. Hon: You' said that your father 
would be angry if he had known you 
had signed a note, would he have 
done anything drastic to you?—I 
gannot' guess what punishment he 
would impose on me. . 

Would your father have given you 
a coning or expelled you from the 
house?—-I don't know, . 

His Lordship: It is a very - dif- 
ficult question to ask a son about the 
duty of his father.

‘Over Half a Million 
‘Still in France 


Paris, July 19. 

The French Foreign Minister, 

Bonnet, on Tuesday officially dts-

240,000 Spanish refugees have been 
repatriated to Spain, while 269,000 
are still in France.

Two statements were 
Issued, first that “Senator Barkley 
said that the consensus on the part 
of the members ‘present was that no 
action regarding neutrality could be 
obtained from the Senate in the pre- 
sent sesslon, and that the majority of 
Senators would concur in that view.

Section, three young engineers claim 
to have invented an apparatus by 
which Chinese characters will easily 
be transmitted in telegraphic -com- 
munication, 


The process of typerwriting is said 
to have been applied in the pew ap- 
paratus. Hitherto, Chinese characters 
have been transmitted by the medla 
of figures in*four units, but the new 
telegraphic instrument can transmit 
the complicated characters directly 
and make them appear automatically 
In, the recorders. 


3,000 Characters 
About 3,000 basic Chinese charuc- 


-ters will be used in operating the new 


upparatus, while about 6,000 ad- 
ditional characters will also be pre- 
sented by extending the basic signals. 
The service of translators in coding 
Chinese telegrams will be dispensed 
with in the new process. One com- 
plete set of the new apparatus, in- 
eluding the: transmitter and receiver, 
will cost ubout 5,000 yen—Domci.

Legislation Is 
Shelved 


, Washington, July 18, 
President Roosevelt has ubandon- 
ed hope for the neutrality measure. 


The announcement was made after 
a three hour conference between the 
President and the Republican and 
Democratle Senate Icaders . at the 
Whitchouse.. Two stutements were 
Issued, first thnt “Senator Barkley 
said that the consensus on the part 
of the members present ‘was that no 
action regarding: neutrality could’ be 
obtained from the Senate in the pre- 
sent session; and that the majority of 
Senators would concur in that view. 
Minority leader Senator McNary ex- 
pressed..the same view and they 
ugreed that the majority of the 
Sennte would consider neutrality 
beginning: next session.” 


The other statement wos, “The 
President and Mr, Hull maintained 
the definite position that failure of 
the Senate to act now, would weaken 
the leadership of the United States 
in exercising her potent influence jn 
the cause of pence among nations in 
the event of a crisis between now 
and next Janunry.” 


At a press conference to-day, Mr. 
Stephen Early, Secretary to the 
White House, sald the previous state 
ments issued from the White House 
meunt that President will not seek | 
further legislation this session of 
Conyress, * 


He explained that this decision 
meant that Senators, faced by the 
possibility of a prolonged fAlibuster 
on neutrality legislation, prefer to go 
hone, risking « possible European 
crlsls before Congress convencs next 
January,

He added that neither the Presi- 
dent nor Mr, Hull is as certain 1s 
the Senators that trouble in Europe 
is not likely to break out before next) 
winter, .

It was stated that the adjournment

DESIRES PEACE 


WITH FRANCE 


Pope’s New 
Overtures 
To France 


ROME, July 19. 

RUMOURS that the Pope is 
endeavouring to bring about a 
rapprochement between the Vatican 
and France became stronger to-day, 
when St was reported that an interdict 
against the Royalist paper ‘Action 
Francaise” had been lifted, the rea- 
son allegedly being that the Pope 


desires to Indicate a big special 
affection for French cathollcs. 


It is generaliy  udmiticd that 
relations between France and the 
Holy Sce are In need of improve- 
ment, but that diMcultles will be 
encountered because French political 
cireles ‘believe that the peace over- 
tures of the Pope are also in the 
interests of the Totalllarian States. 


The Pope is now endeavouring, it 
is declared, to. convince Govern- 
ment circles in France that his 
efforts are not political in nature, but 
are motivated purely by a desire to 
strengthen peace jn the world, 


Confirmation of this’ report was 
not forthcoming at the Vatican to- 
day.—Trans-Occan.

ASKED by Mr. G. le M. Man- 
der regarding the League grant 
for antl-epidemie work in China, 
Mr. R. A. Butler said in the 
House of Commons to-day thnt 
1,600,000 francs were voted by. 
the Assembly last December for 
the current year, ' 

The Government fully recognised 
tho value of the Lengue's untl- 
epldemic work, but it must awalt dis- 
cussion of the matter at the Assembly 
meeting next September. 

An attempt wos madb to pin down 
the Government to advocate con- 
{lnuance of this support, but Mr. 
Butler repeated that the value of this 
work was upprecinted, and ques 
tloners must draw their own conclu 
sions, It was not customary to an 
nounce an .attitude before . partici- 
pation In discussions. 

Smuggling Abounds 
. Mr, Butler later stated that the 
most recent reporfs received: by 
Viscount Halifax indicated that 
smuggling in North Chino’ had bren 
reduced by negligible proportions. 
No reply had been recelved from the 
Jnpanese Government with regard to 


the latest representations. 

Mr. Butler stated that Sir Robert 
Cruigie continued to press the matter 
wih regard to action by the so-called 
Nanking Reformed Government in 
endeavouring to insist that  certif- 
cates from the Japanese authorities 
before clearance to inland ports be 
granted British ships. 

Sir John Wardlaw-Milne asked if 
we acquiesced with the Japanese 
demand would it not amount to re- 
cognition of the Reformed Govern- 
ment, and also amount to ogrecing 
that the Japanese might manipulate 
the customs as they liked. 

Mr. Butler replied that these were 
important considerations in the mind 
of Viscount Halifax, and that was 
why instructions were sent to Sir 
Robert_Craigie to press the matter.—

Tom Hayward 
Dead 


London, July 19. 
The death is announced to-day 
of Thomas Hayward, the former 
England and Surrey cricketer — 
Reuter Bulletin. 


Born on March 29, 1871, Hayward 
was one of the greatest batsmen who 
ever played for his county and Eng- 
land. His prowess may not be 50 
well-known to the present gencration 
of cricketers, but amongst those who 
followed the course of Test cricket 
during the turn of the century, there 
is no doubting his ability. 


His star was beginning to dim 
when Jack Hobbs first gained a place 
amongst the teading, batsmen of the 
country. His last Test was ngainst 
Australia in England, in 1909—long 
before some of the younger stars of 
the present doy were born. 


In all, Hayward batted in 35 Test 
innings, with an aggregate of 1,009 
runs and averaging 34.44. -He scored 
three centuries, two against Australia 
{130 at Manchester -1899,..137 aot 
the the Oval in the same year) and: 
one against South Africa (122 at 
Johannesburgh in 1896). 


‘His Test matches fn Australia were 
in 1897-98, 1901-02, and 1003-4, 


‘while he played against the Austra- 


lians in England in 
1905 and 1009. 


Against Australia he made 1,747 
runs In all, with an average of 35.65, 

The highest. innings of his carecr 
was a magnificent triple century, of 
315 not out, for Surrey. against Lan- 
cnshire at the Oval in~ .1898. His 
innings lasted_six and three quarter 
hours, and his scoring strokes included” 
two fives and 37 fours.

“CHARGING” 
RULE AGAIN 
: AMENDED 


(By A Correspondent)

London, June 29. 

At the start of last football scason 
quite a mild sensation was caused 
owing to the alteration of the law: 
relating to the charging of on op- 
ponent:—-You- will-remember-that-the- 
rule- was altered to make charging 
permissible, “if in the opinion of the 
referee it Ja,fair and .the players 
concerned are attempting to play 
the ball.” . 


There was considerable discussion 
In the Press on the subject” and 
referees themselves held diverse 
views on the matter. The Scottish 
referees, led by the Scottish Football 
Associatlon, had one interpretation 
and penni{sed full-backs who charged 
an oncoming forward to prevent the 
forward tackling the goalkeeper. 


These cases gencrally orose within 
the penalty aren ‘and so a penalty 
kick was given, Personally, I agreed 
with the ‘Scottish interpretation. 
One or two English League referees 
started the season with the same 
idea, but the majority favoured no 
alteration from previous procedurdé 
of such cases and eventually they all 
fell into line and the result was that 
we sjw no change of the rule so far 
as charging was concerned, in the 
penalty urea In England. . 


WORDS ADDED - 


The English Football Association 
have had ‘another go at this rule in 
order to clarify it to some extent and 
they have added = the words, “and 
the ball is within playing distance.” 
This has been accepted by the Inter- 
national Board and therefore it will 
become Jaw next scason. 


This is In keeping with the Scottish 
view on the, question. While «the 
alteration Is -intended ‘to clear the 
matter, I have. my doubts as to

Still in France 


Paris, July 19. 

The French Foreign Minister, M. 
Bonnet, on Tuesday officially dls- 
closed the figures concerning the 
Spanish refugecs in France. 

Replying to question in the 
Chamber, he stated thot so far 
249,000 Spanish refugees have been 
repatriated to Spain, while 259,000 
are still in France. - 

He added that Mexico, the only 
other country that took in any larger 
number of Spanish refugees, namely 
2,000, wag decluring herself willing 
to admit another 2,000. 

Soviet Russia has so far allowed 
205 to enter the country, and 
Venezucla 80. A hundred: fugitives 
left for Baltic countries, while 
roughly 200 went to Cuba, Canada 
and the Argentine. 

Bonnet added that so far no 
arrangement has been reached with 
the Spanish Government as‘to the 
expenses for’ Spanish refugees on 
French soil.—Trans-Ocean,
